With a dwindling picket line 
continuing to methodically 
saunter up and down in front 
of the establishment, the C. I. O.

1 water district set-up, the con- , 
suiting engineering firm was re­ 
tained to obtain all information 
possible about the plant in the
vicinity that is badly in need of ' ----  
water facilities.' 

The report Is now under r 
study by all councilmen, City 
Engineer Frank R. Leonard and , 
Water Superintendent William 
H. 'Stangcr. A decision is ex­ 
pected shortly on whether or »

Historically, the Moneta Water 

company is sound. Having been 
operating at the same site for 
more than 40 years it has l 
passed thru several transitions 
of dug wells, "hay-wire" wells 
and dirt .ditches before coming 
into* a (combination domestic 
and irrigation water system in 
1929. This was when a cast 
iron pipeline system was laid 
for which taxpayers obligated 
.themselves under an improve­ 
ment district bond Issue.   

. Financially, the firm has never A 
been on "easy street," Taylor 
and Taylor's report states. "At 
present It is In financial dis­ 
tress to the extent that its due 
obligations arc about as much 
As its present physical worth. 
Quite by coincidence our ap­ 
praisal based on depreciated 
value total a sum nearly iden-

obligations, $21,802; valudtion 
as depreciated. $21,322," the re­ 
port says. 

The reproduction valuation' of 
the Moneta system is said to be 
$37,675, Including overhead, the 
engineers report. "A short time 
ago the management placed the 
company under the Federal 
Bankruptcy Act, the manager 
being federal trustee. We under- , 
stand the petition to dismiss the 
bankruptcy proceeding has been 
asked for, however, the credit­ 
ors' claims have not been paid. 
The dismissal of bankruptcy ap­ 
parently would again place the 
company in a position of being 
foreclosed by the mortgagee if 
he chose to press suit." 

Water Supply Adequate 
At the present time the Mo- 

ncta firm has 00 metered serv­ 
ices besides approximately 40 
non-metercd Irrigation services. 
The monthly bills vary from the 
minimum of $1 to $40 or $50. 
It Is a mutual concern "only in
